> melancholy to reflect that there isloiis 
coDBtifcutibniil liberty in "Free'' 
America to-day than in Austria; 
and, what is still more racianeluily, i t 
the fact that wliilo tho luuions of tho 
Old World aro beconiiaj,' nion) liberal 
in their ideas and londoiujios, tho 
political privileges of the American 
people are hoing curtailed and 
abridged on ovory hide. 



QBsuraption on the part of tho writer, ot on 
tho part of any one cleo who ehould espouso 
aiinilar views, is to mo a matter of doubt, and 
upon which I tako the liberty of joining 
isaae. I contend that what has taken placo

It swarms with linglish 
traiiji^rs, grooms, jockeys and stable boys, lor 
whose benefit an English Proloatant church 
was bailc a year or two ago, in tbe hope of 
seducing these laat from their passion for 
playing at pitch and toss on a Sunday. The 
country rouml about ist very pretty, and tho 
r. ice course InokH not unlike an Kngli.-jh rom- 
mori, surrounded ns it is by comfortable look- 
ing houses and One trees. The ono thing 
ihat destroys tho illusion is the grand cluit- 
oao, tbe tack.of wbicb, wUb its loog line of 
lofty windows, looks on to tbe race course, 
and fror.ts, in fact, ll.o tritiniio, ns tho French 
style Iho grunil stand. M iioh nf tho c'latcan 
is modern, for the bnildiug inhabited bv the 
(»r(!;ii Uundo was in large part doinulished 
during the first I'rench revolution. 

On entoiiug tho pcsage vco find the jockeys 
in tho scales oOd betting very animated. 
Tiie professionals, French and English— the 
former for tlio mo.il purl Jew.s, dressed in 
tlieii- accustomed extruvu-anl. style ; tho 
latter the same unpropossessiim looking eol 
that ono always sees on raeo courses, woaricg 
the very lowest crowned fiats and iiie largest 
of horsushoo pins in their ncckiios — are 
mounted on chairs, whence they - shout in 
their r-'Bpeetivo languages the odds they am 
prepared toollir, lo iin adjacent building 
swiM'pslakes, llio lowest siib3eri[itii)ii to which 
is live .NnpuluoriH, are being rapidly Glk-d up. 
The company altogether is f.ir from so select 
ns it ia a Longeliaiiip) wtiun tho Grand I'rix 
de Paris ia run for. At Chantiily the Indies of 
the (/ca/id mo/idfl bave.to roiic-.with those ol 
tho demi-monde, and the latter seize the 
[lOiiunily to display their ino.n extrnvngaiit 
and pitpiMiit dre^tei— with little hats triiii- 
.'ued with i^reen vine leaves, the ImiiicIics of 
yrapes in polid gold, or wiih eliijters of cher- 
ries and RtrawOorries (hat; lor ni/.o wuiild 
carry off tho prize at any horticultural show, 
or liranches of pink ooral beads In many rows 
on jicUels and fikirls. Tfio men of deoidud 
siioriing tastes all allect llio lo w-crowimd hat, 
ilin ii-lit iroii«(irs, the brij^ lit- coloieii neeker- 
ehnd' lied in a shj)-knol and secared by some 
ou'iiij.;(!ous pin.

He wua at Laramie last spring, at a treaty- 
making, enjoying the farce and treating il ns 
such without disguise, yet aecepling all the 
presents offered, but left will: the declaration 
that his country should never be occupied by 
Iho whites, nor garrisoned by them, nor 
should their roaila orosa iti 'I'hcn ho was at 
ilie liead (d' 30O warriors of tho Ogalallah 
Sioux, but hia marshiilling 3,000 at Fort 
Philip Kearney shows tho influence he has 
over others, and his dotormiuation lo make 
his threat good. lie is an active, enerj;elic, 
and able warrior, and he who coihiultk IIihI- 
Cloud will do more than he who eiicquered 
Tecutnseh or Black Hawk or Osceola. 



While the Prince of Wales \va:i in 
Paris he called on his old French instructor, 
.M.- Brasseur, wbo told bim bis great ambition 
was lo possess the ribbon of tho Legion 
d'llontieur, but thai he bad not .suDTicinut in- 
terest to make his claims known to thoso in 
power. Tho Princo laid his case at once 
before the Emperor, and before night the 
teacher was a Chevalier.
